etrickon out in the house, providing that th« 
amount of sliver received under tho provls. 
ions ot the bill should be deducted fiom the 
monthly purchases of bullion under (ho pres- 
ent law for the coinage of Elandard dollars. 
Objection was made to tho bill that its operation 
extended over too great a period. It provide* 
that trade dollars shall be received »t their 
tace value In the payment of all duos to the 
United States uutll the first of Jauuarj, 'fcfl 
This, It was urged, wouldgivoau opportunity 
to Import all trada dollars which ha\e gone 
abroad and have them redeemed at face value. 
It was suggested that stamped or marked 
coins bo exccptcd from tho pro; isions of the 
bill and the time bo limited to GO or 00 d.ijs 
within which trade dollars should be redeem- 
able. 
The latter proposition met with decid- 


ed favor, and allhough no formal action «as 
taken there h no doubt that If reported at

WASHIN'OTON, April 2S.—Tho senate was

Earthquake in England 


LONDON, April 22 
At 9 30 this niornlm; 


an earthquake shock of considerable forc« 
was felt in the eastern counties of England 
Localities in ><sex and Suffolk were the 
scenes of tho greatest disturbance. 
At 


Ipswick the shock was so severe that the 
walls of 
bouses were perceptibly shaken 


Plates were rattled and bells rung 
'Ihe peo 


pie were thrown Into such consternation that 
business for a time was suspended. The 
shock, was still more severe at Colchester 
Theconcnuslon lasted half a minute 
Ihe 


first symptom was a deep rumbling, porten 
tons and awe-inspiring, speedilv followed b> 
quaking and shaking of all buildings. Church 
bells sounded as though swayed by unseen 
hands. 
Tall chimney starts ot factories 


crashed in ruins to the earth an.t other 
tall structures wore destroyed 
The spire ot 


one of tbe largest churches in thacity,150 feet 
high, fell with an awful crash to the ground. 
It Is impossible to estimate the damage but H 
i? known to be great, fn private bouses the 
greatest confusion prevailed 
Chairs and 


tables were overturned, china and glassware 
in cupboards rattled together and were fre- 
quently shattered, while pictures and other 
ornaments upon the wall were loosened from 
their fastenings nnd fell to the floor. People 
were terror-stricken 
Men, women and chll- 


ren rushed shrieking Into the streets, where 


their agonized cries arid pale faces mide a 


tost impressive scene. 
At Chelmtford, about thirty miles from 


London, tbe shock was also severe and people 
were filled with tenor and dismay. At the 
south end tbe forth' trembled for miles 
round. Tbe windows of many dwellings 
were broken, chimneys dashed to tbe earth 


nd crockery and glassware smashed. 
At 


Maiden, ten miles east of Chelmsford, tte 
owa hall and private houses were swajed 
several times. The wave passed from, south 
to north. The Globe says the shock w«s felt 
n tbe Strand, London. A business bouse 
was perceptibly rocked, so much that em- 
ployes weio affected and rushed Into the 
treets. Tbe duration at tbe shock at Ips- 
wich la estimated at three seconds.

6»rtb<ju«i--e has caused a general feeling of 
alaiui and Insecurity throughout England. 


Colchester was the centre ot the most ser- 


ous disturbance. It is Impossible as yet to 
determine tbe extent of dsmige. 
Tn some 


streets traffic has born forbidden for the pres- 
et as buildings have boen so badly shattered 
that they are considered o>ngerous. Side- 
walks ot houses near Colchester were shaken 
out In London there nere numerous iudlca- 
.Ions ot tbe proximity of the earthquake. 
Telegraph insUuments were shaken and the 
shock was distinctly felt in Cheapside and 
Fleet street. At Ipswich a mansion was shat- 
tered and the railway depot partly destroyed 


At Colchester a child was killed «ud a 


woman's skull fi«ctured. Tbo woman is hi a 
precarious condition. Tbere were many nar- 
•ow escapes. Tbe fine old parish churcb at 
Uigenboe was demolished and the place looks 
as If it bad boen bombarded. An Invalid at 
Whenhoedied from terror. The damage at 
Wiveahoe alone Is £4,000. At Coggeshall a 
number of trirls rushed panic-stricken into 
the streets aud m»ny of them were crushed.
